One of the more popular forms of 
raising funds for different projects is 
that of selling chances on TV’s, guns, 
radios and other items. We here at the 
Herald are always getting requests to 
run stories about such fund raising 
efforts. People nearly always seem 
surprised when we have to tell them 
that we can not run a story about such 
a lottery in the paper and that we can 
not even run a story about the win­ 
ners. 
Evidently this is a problem for a 
number of newspapers because we 
received the following bulletin from 
the Texas Press Association spelling 
out the rules on this: 
In the Postal Manual, under Sec. 
124-51 (Lotteries, Fraud, etc.) is the 
following regulation: 
“Whoever knowingly deposits in the 
mail, or sends or delivers by mail: 
Any newspaper, circular, pamphlet, 
or publication of any kind containing 
any advertisement of any lottery, 
gift, enterprise, or scheme of any kind 
offering 
prizes 
dependent 
in 
whole or in part upon let or chance, or 
containing any list of the prizes drawn 
or awarded by means of any such 
lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme, 
whether said list contains any part or 
all of such prizes, shall be fined not 
more than $1,000 or imprisoned not 
more than two years, or both ; and for 
any subsequent 
offense 
shall 
be 
imprisoned not more than five 
years.” 
We like to support worthy causes 
but as you can understand, we have 
no desire to pay a $1,000 fine or spend 
two years in jail for them.

year by the Board of Trustees of 
the Hamlin Independent School 
District in their regular mon 
thly m eeting h ere Monday 
evening The Board also gave 
final approval of the School 
Budget and Tax Roll. 
In adopting the new dress 
code the school board stressed 
that the code is based on the 
principle that appearance is an 
important factor in developing 
and maintaining an attitude 
which is conductive to learning 
on the part of the student. 
In general the guidelines are 
aimed at 
"unkept, 
unclean, 
sloppy, sloven, indiscreet, or 
im m odest a p p e a ra n c e ,” a c ­ 
cording to the policy statement 
issued by the board. 
No one appeared before the 
School Board Monday for the 
Budget Hearing and the board 
gave 
final 
approval 
of 
the 
School Budget and Tax Roll for 
the coming year. The Tax Roll 
for the year shows valuations of 
$24,739,003 which will raise 
$371,085.04 at the $1.50 rate. 
The board also voted to ad 
vertise for bids on a number of 
pieces of surplus equipment, 
including two buses. 
The complete text of the new 
dress and grooming guidelines 
for high school and junior high 
follow: The principals of each 
school will determine the final 
interpretation of the guidelines. 
BOY’S GUIDELINES 
1. Hair should be neat, clean, 
and well groomed (combed) at 
all times, Specifically : 
a. Male students shall keep 
their heair neatly groomed and 
trimmed. 
b 
Hair should not obstruct 
vision. 
c. Sideburns m ay extend to 
the bottoms of the ear and 
should be neatly trim m ed . 
Sideburns should not be flared. 
d. Male students shall not 
wear any unsightly hair styles, 
e. Students should be clean 
shaven. 
2. School clothing should be in 
good taste, clean, neat, and 
styled 
for 
school 
w ear. 
Specifically: 
a. Shirts tailored for wearing 
inside the trousers should be 
worn inside the trousers at all 
times. No muscle, see-through, 
or under-shirt type shirts may 
be worn as outside apparel 
b. Shirts, or pants with any 
writing, printing, pictures, or 
emblems on them should not be 
worn The exception here would 
be an imprinted school name or 
seal on appropriate shirts. 
c. Socks must be worn at all 
times Type of shoe should be in 
good taste; and if boots are 


worn, pants must come down 
over the boots Shoes must be 
worn at all times; bare feet are 
not accep tab le. Shoes with 
cleats are not acceptable 
GIRLS GUIDELINES 
1 Hair should be neat, well 
groomed Length of hair m ay be 
stylish, but extremes should be 
avoided. 
2 The sam e regulations apply 
to 
g irls’ 
w earing 
ap p arel 
previously mentioned in boys’ 
regulation 
in paragraph 
2b. 
Blouses' made for inside-the- 
skirt wear should be tucked in 
at all times. 
3. Skirt length m ay be stylish, 
but not 
"m ini". Here again 
please use discrimination and 
good ta ste 
The suggested 
length is not shorter than the 
middle of the thigh 
4 Pant dresses and culottes 
may be worn so long as the 
length is skirt length, and the 
appearance is of skirt rather 
than of shorts. This appearance 
should hold true whether the 
view is from front or back. Any 
apparel of the "attention get­ 
ting nature" should be avoided

suits,

school. The pant wear should be 
neat, attractive, and in good 
taste.

B. V. Newberry, authorized 
representative for the National 
School Lunch Program, today 
announced a free and reduced 
price lunch policy for Hamlin 
Independent School children 
unable to pay the full price. 
Local School officials have 
adopted a family size and in­ 
come scale to assist them in 
determining eligibility. 
Families falling within these 
scales or those suffering from 
unusual 
circum stances 
or 
hardships are urged to apply for 
free or reduced price lunches 
for their children. They may do 
so by filling in the application 
forms sent home in a letter to 
parents or guardians. Ad­ 


ditional copies are available at 
the principal’s office in each of 
the schools. Applications may 
be submitted any time during 
the school year. 
The form itself is simple to 
complete and requests in­ 
formation needed to determine 
economic need based on the 
income and number of persons 
in the family and any unusual 
circumstances or hardships 
which affect the family’s ability 
to pay for school lunches.
